look in foreign aid appears to 
call for a four-part program: 


Direct Military Aid. This is a 


giveaway. H is expected to con- 
tinue at present levels of up to 
two and a half billion dollars a 
year. No new program for missile 
aid has yet taken shape. 


Defense Support. This is being 


redefined to include all economic 
aid granis that make it possible 
for receiving countries to main- 


tain their national defense estab- 
lishments. It is expected to be 
continued at about the present 
level of slightly over a billion doll- 
ars a year. Defense Support will 
continue to be administered by 
ICA. 


All military aid and defense 


support money will be transfer- 
red to the U. S. Department of 
Defense budget under a new act 
which will make this appropria- 
tion a regular part of the De- 
fense Department budget. This 
will put military aid on a perma- 
nent, long-range basis and make 
annual congressional authoriza- 
tions for it unnecessary.

grants.

secured loans that International 
Bank and Export-Import Bank 
would not be able lo make.
